In return to ſo great a Favour, I think 
my ſelf bound to give you an Account of 
what's remarkable in this Country, and not 
to detain you any longer with a Preamble, 
1 ſhall in the firſt Place take Notice, 
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That as. the Iſſue of Mr. Greenfheild's Ap- 


peal proved very agreeable to thoſe of the 


Epiſcopal Perſualion, becauſe for the future 
they expected to be delivered from the 
Tyranny and Oppreſſion of the Presbyterians, 
and not to be Diſturbed in their Worfhip- 
Ping of God after the Manner their Con- 
ſcicuces did direct, that is, according to the 
Lyturgy of the Church of England. So on 
the other Hand, it did very much exaſpe- 
rate the Presbyterians for theſe Reaſons; 
Firſt, Becauſe they concluded a Stop was 
put to their Exerciſing a Diſpotick, Arbi- | 
trary and Illegal Dominion over the Epiſco- | 
pal Clergy, by Impriſoning, Fining, and |þ 
Baniſhing them, for no other Reaſon than | 
their pertorming their Miniſterial Offices to 
juch ot the People as earneſtly Deſired the | 
ſame, and whole Conſciences would not | 
allow them to comply with thoſe of the 
Presbyterian per ſuaſion. Secondly, Becauſe the | 
Epiſcopal Miniſters and Party behaved them- | 
ſelves Soberly and Diſcreetly under this Sun- 
ſhine, and gave their Enemies no Occaſion | 


to miſ-repretent them. 
But Matters went quietly enough on in 
all Places, the Presbyterians bore their Grudge 
as ſecretly, and the Church Party managed 
and improved their Affairs, as prudently as 
pollible, the Epiſcopal Clergy being invited 
by the latter, did accordingly erect a great 
many Mecting-houſes in and about Edin— 
bursl, and in moſt of the Towns on the 
North-lide of the River Ferth, to which great 
Numbers of People reſorted praiſing God 
for the happy Effect of the Union, that now 
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with all the Violence in his Power. 


they were allowed in Peace and without 
Danger to worſhip Him after the Manner 
which they believed Orthodox and Primi- 
tive; and during theſe laſt preceeding ſix 
Months, the Church Party in Scotland have 
enjoy d more Eaſe and Security, than they 
have done for Twenty Years before.
